In an arehajological point of view, but 
little has been obtained by excavations 
at Babylon. At present, says M. Baoul- 
Boohette, tlie plain where Babylon was 
iseoveved over an extent ol eighteen 
leagues with rubbisli, hillocks fiartly 
leveled, ohoked-up aqueduots and canals. 
These wrecks are mixed up to such a 
degree that it is often impossible to 
recognize with any certainty the site or 
tho limits of the most cop.sidorable edi- 
flees. Tho abomination oi desolation 
reigns in all its hideonsness. Not a 
dwelling, a patch ol ctUtivated ground, 
or a tree in' leaf are visible. Ita aban- 
donment by mankind and by nature is 
complete. The eaTems tanned by the 
fulling in of ancient bufldings are now 
the habitations of jacknls and snake.s. 
Jeriiiuinh's prophecies have been ful- 
filled. M. Oppcrt believes til it he iden- 
titled the remains of the famous inclosed 
walla (whioli Qreek antiquity induded 
among ita wonders) in a aeriea of tiunnli, 
called by the At aba the yellow iiillsand 
tbe hill of cats. Those immcBso walls, 
forming nu exact square, were double. 
Tho outer wall embraced a territory as 
large as the Department of the Seiuo ; 
within tho (.econd anil smaller indosuro 
the w hole' of London town would have 
bad elbow-room, os attested by 
Neb^hodnezzor's invaltuble inaorip- 
tioQ, of which M. Oppert has given a 
tronslatiou. Those wsdls inclose aspace 
large enough to supply food to a be- 
scigcil iK)|)iilation. Aristotle somewhero 
compares tho size of Babylon to tho 
Peloponuesiis. It ia uot a city, he says, 
but rather a province. When Herodo- 
tus visited tho country, tho walls of 
Babylon still existed ui part. His 
deaotiptioD, too long to quote hero, has 
baeih verified by iaveatigaticmM taiade on 
tUtpot.— .iff M&year Romd,

At peieiitt says M. Booul- 
Roohette, the idain where Babylon was 
is covered over m extent o( eighteen 
leagues with rubbish, hillocks partly 
leveled, choked-up aqueducts aud canals. 
These wrecks ai'o mixed up to such a 
degree that it is often impossible to 
recognize with any certainty the site or 
the limits of the most considerable edi- 
fices. The abomination ot desolation 
reigna in all its hideonaness. Not a 
dwelling, a patch ot cultivated ground, 
or a tree iu leaf are visible. Its aban- 
donnieut by mankind and by nature is 
comidete. Tho caverns formed by the 
falling in of ancient buildings are now 
the habitations of jackals and snakes. 
Jereiniali's prophecies have been ful- 
lilled. M. Oppert believes thit he iden- 
titled the remainaot the famous inclosed 
walla (which Greek antiquity indnded 
among its wonders) in a series of tumuli, 
called by tho Aiabs the yellow hills and 
the liill of cats. Tin se iiuniense walls, 
forming an exr.ct siiiiare, were double. 
The outer wall embraced a territory aa 
largo as tho Department of the Beine ; 
witliiu the second and smaller inclosm'e 
the whole ot London town would have 
had elbow-room, aa attested by 
Nebueliadnezzar's invaluable inaorip- 
tiou, of which M. Oppert has given a 
translation. Those walls inclose aspaco 
large enough to supply food to a bo- 
seiged jiopulatiou. Ar'stolle somowbere 
compares tho size of Babylon to the 
Peloponnesns, It ia not a city, he says, 
but rather a province. When Herodo- 
tus visited the country, the walla of 
Bfcliylon still existed iu part, Hia 
desoription, too long to quote here, has 
been verified by investigationii hiada on 
the spot— jIK Me. year Jtomd.

OLE BULL'S riOLIX. 

Uaspor da Sido, tho only violin makei 
who can be called the equid of Joseph 
Gauderins, lived aud worked at tho com- 
menoementot tlie sixteenth oentuxy. lie 
made a violin wiUt ao mnoh oare, and 
was himself ao well aatiaBed with liii 
work, that he desbwd Benvennto Cellini 
to carve the neck. The head of the iu- 
stmment is foruunl by a lnvoly cherub's 
face, which is supiHirted by a hinallcr 
bead aud bust of a maiden, tho f>utture.s 
^Kiiiig of exipiisito workmanship. The 
rest ol Uio uock is moat beautifully cut 
aud gilded, and the oolofa oxe dear and 
bright, thougb tb^ are now over 800 
years old, as tlw Inatniment waa made 
in 1681 The wood fhnii wbiah Uaspar 
da Salo chose his moterul grew «n tin 
uioiiiitjiiiiH between Brescia and Verona, 
where it wius so liucly devoloiiod by the 
e\en tc'mi>erature prevailing thert! that 
the veins of the wood ate exactly an even 
ilistimce apart. 

The mountains oi Brescia are entirely 
denuded of ttcca. It ia impossible to 
And such wood elaewhere, and the m- 
stiuments of this master ore unique in 
this rc^iH'ct, mid cannot l)e imitated. 
Cariliiial .\ii(librandini liought Ciii-sjier 
da Salo's and Ik'uvcuuto Cellini's violin 
for3,0U0 ducats, aud presented it to the 
Ti-ensury of Innspruck, from which it 
got its name n( the " Treasury violin," 
which it has since letaired. When Lm- 
spmck was invaded by the French in 
1803 it came into tlie |x)S8es8ion of a hoI- 
dier, who pave it over to Rliaczek for the 
insignificant sum of 4UU giUdeu. In 
1839 Oie Bull visited Bhacsdc, saw the 
violin, and bid all ho possessed for the 
uistrumont, offering, as well, the pro- 
ceeds of the concerts he was then giving 
in Vienntk " Give me the fonrth of Vi- 
enna, and then we will see," waa Bhao- 
zek's re]ily. ^ But he promised the artist 
if he ever ]iarted with it he ihoold have 
the preferouce. 

Two years later, in Lciiisic, Liszt and 
Mendelssohn were diuuig with Ole Bull, 
and wliile they were sitting at a table 
the servant brought inan envelope bear- 
ing a great seal, which the host put one 
side. "Open your lett<.r," cried Liszt, 
"it has a large s<'al, and may l>o im- 
IHirtiUit." It jiroved to be from the so i 
of Itliaczek, and imparted the news of 
bis father'ti death, and that " a clause of 
his will directed that the Treoaniy violin

The matter cnlininntcd PViday iii<{lit 
in ttie arresi of tin' ollicrr. .Mr. L. 
C. Uadlord, bv tlic friends of Toriaii. 
who brought him to tho city in the 
nigbl, swore out a warrant charg- 
ing him with the; fiendish 
deed, mid lodged him in the county 
jail. The arrest was made at 9 
o'clock Friday nij.'lil, by Ityroii To- 
riau, brutlicr of tlie deicased, .laeob 
Torlun, Sr., his r>>ii~iii, and .loliii 
I'atllllo. A representative of the 
Soi;tii Kkntuckian interviewed 
these gentieinrn Saturday morning 
and learned from them tho details 
which follow. Not desiring lo pre- 
judge the ease nor lo inisrepresctil, 
we will witliliolil oiir own opiiiion 
for tlic pi'Cf>ent and givo the version 
uf the gentlemen malting the arrexi. 
Mr. Byron Torian, uf Organette, gave 
the following account which wa't 
l oneiii ied in by the other gentlciiieii, 
in every particular: 

Ii.— Why did yon arrest liailford ? 

M". T.— We were led to arrest him 
by clrcuinstaucea tliit left no doubt 
in our minds of Jiis guilt." 

It.— Uo you think he had a motive, 

if so wllllt ? 

Mr. T. — "He had a iiiotive and u 
silling one. For some time pBi>t he 
had 111 en paying his aitentiuns lo a 
young lady who had shown a decided 
preferuiice fur Jake. I was told that 
Kadford li»d staled lhat but for Tu- 
rian liis suit would inri t witli iiudi' 
favor and llial the mailer iini'l lie 
sellli'd Inlweeii ilii in and lliat riohi 
otf. 'i'liis was about a week helore 
llie killing." 

1(.— Why was Adeock shot? 

Mr. T.— Jake and . Adeock were 
fast li'ielids and besides Adcoek had 
upon several oeeasions staid, by le- 
qncht of the young lady, in the room 
with Iheni to keep ICudford from ad- 
da^siug her. This 'made him teel 
sore towards hiiu also aud there we 
have a motive fur both uflbnses." 

U. — What evidence have you i'> 
implicate Uadfoiil? 

Mr. T. — "Firsl we have his own 
actions, his conlradiclory stateiiieiits* 
his restless uncBfiness, his presence 
ill ihe iioighborhood al the time and 
last but not least tiie talimoDy of un 
eye wtlnen. 

It.— Tou think then there can be 
no doubt of it?, 

Mr. T.— "Not a bit |n4 I told Uail- 
ford so. 'But .1' will tell you the 

whole story and leave you ii, judge 
for yourself. Uadfoiil was the tirst 
man to tell the slory of the killing. 
He rode up to Jesse Kvans' (at Chuicli 
Hill) Tuesday night aud went in, 
looked at his wateh. aiidireiiltrked, 
It is 7 o'clock and I have made it 
from Longview in :iQ iniiintes. 
This is his own .edufession that 
he waH tliet-6 that night. 



he knew nnlil I jn'oiniscd him that 1 
would see that lie was protected, lie 
then liild ine the following siory : 
yake and Iwerein bis i-ooni shot tly 
after dark. Jake was sitting at a 
iablc writing aud was between lue 
and the window. Suddenly a pistol 
shot was heard and Jake jumped up 
and criu 1 "Oh Lordy," took a step 
tiiward> llie ciiriiiT of the room and 
fell dead. Ijiunpod up just as tho 
second shot was lirud and glancing 
at tho window saw Radford's fice 
piesaod against the glass. Jake in 
falling knocked out tho light and 
from the darkened room I could see 
liini plainly in Ihe niuonliglil. 1 ran 
lo Ihe door and tlie third >hol sinn-k 
me in the shoulder and the last l»o 
siriiek the wall by the door. 1 went 
to Mrs. Steger's room and told lior of 
theaSkir and found I was badly 
wounded.' 

This is what I'ete Adeoik will 
Stale. Now comes another circum- 
stance. The ball cut from Jake's 
side shows that the weapon used was 
a calibre Smith k Wesson, double 
action. We look just such a revolver 
from Uadford when we airesleil 
him" 

This is the story as told by Mr. To- 
rian. Whether or not it is true we 
cannot now say. We will reserve 
judgment until we hoar tho evidence 
at the trial. Mr. Iladford is a son of 
Mr. J. N. Itadford and is a young 
man of about year.s of age. He i> 
an industrious, eiiergetie y oung fel- 
low and is at present eiiiistable of 
his district, lie protests his inno- 
cence and says ail he wants iii a fair 
trial. He has employed Messrs. Jno. 
W. McPliersoii and J. I. Lai.d a to 
defend him. The pKHceiilion has 
engage<l Mossrs. Henry & Payne. 
The examining trial was sit lor yes- 
terday, but was continued uutil Jan- 
uary 7, in order to get ready and let 
Adcuck be able to attend. It will 
be held bcforo the magistrates of the 
the city district. We iindei .-land 
that Mr. Itadfoid's defein c wil be 
based upon an idiOi. if lie can profe 
that he was eUewhere when Ihe 
killing was done, of^nil^e no case 
can bo mado out agSMJ|['hii(i« We 
put no faith in the wlT of a muh 
which we hear spoken of 01 rasioiial- 
ly. Torian's IViinds had an oppnr- 
tniiily lo lyiirh liiin when lie was in 
their hands. Iiiil^roni'bl liini lo jail 
III stand his trial. He will have a 
luir trial aud until then let him bv 
given Ihe benefit uf all doubts ul 
guilt.
